Germany to Stop Work on 
Forts During Discussion 
of Final Issues. 


Geneva, Switzerland, Dec. 12 (By A. 
P.).—Concillation again has triumphed 
at Geneva in the peaceful shaping of 
Franco-German relations. 

After days of doubt, almost despair, 
M. Briand and Gustav Stresemann, as 
well as Sir Austen Chamberlain, M. 
Vandervelde, Signor Scialoia and Vis- 
count Ishil, reached an accord today 
whereby interallied control of German 
armaments will cease January 31, 1927, 
be merged into a system of 
League of Nations investigations by 
commissions to examine German arma- 
ments when protests are made that the 
Reich is not fulfilling the conditions of 
the Versailles treaty. 

Germany regarded military control as 
vexatious and offensive to her national 
prestige, and Dr. Stresemann now re- 
turns to Berlin with something definite 
to present to his people. 

On the other hand, as a distin- 
guished Frenchman said tonight, 
France by the agreement negotiated 
today gets continued security—that se- 
curity which is the foundation stone 
of French national policies.

GUNGREGS WAITING 
FOR ORGANIZATION 
OF UTILITIES BOARD 


Hope for Traction Laws, 
Including Merger, Fades 
for Session. 


COMMISSIONERS’ BILL 
NOT YET SUBMITTED 


Many at Capitol Hold Lines 
Can Be Unified Without 
New Laws. 


The delay in setting up the new pub- 
lic utilities commission has removed 
all hope of any utilities legislation at 
this session of Congress, notably legis- 
lation to bring about a traction mer- 
ger. 

The commissioners’ bill to this latter 
end has never been received at the 
Capitol. It is understood they have 
been waiting in the hope that the new 
commission would be established to let 
the mew agency determine whether it 
wanted legislation or not. | 

There is some doubt as to whether | 
the President will sign the bill creating | 
the new commission, although it has| 
been represented at the White House | 
that he probably would do so, notwith- . 
standing that there were two objection- | 
able features in the bill. 

One of them.is an old complaint | 
with the President in that the ap-| 
pointees to the commission must not | 
have voted anywhere else for a period | 
of three years. Regarding the other ob- 
jection the President has been repre- 
sented as being under the impression 
that the measure provides that no one 
weo has ever been connected with 
utility may serve on the new body. 


Legal Action Is Delayed. 


The bill provides, however, that there 
must not have been any connection 
for a period of five years. The fact 
that Commissioner Taliaferro took the 
oath as a member of the present utili- 
ties commission Saturday is taken to 
mean that the new agency is not to 
be set up in the near future. 

But in the absence of anything defi- 
nite in the matter, members of the 
House and Senate District committees, 
who have several plans dealing with 
the utilities state of affairs here are 
reluctant to proceed. 

In so far as the merger is concerned, 
it is held at the Capitol that the pres- 
ent commission or the new one has the 
power to force a merger without any 
further legislation. The proposal of the 
commissioners to increase the capital 
tax of the companies is not looked 
upon sympathetical®, but the commis- 
sioners have only to permit free bus 
competition to force the street car com- 
‘panies into a merger, it is contended. 

As a matter of fact, the hearings re- 
cently held by the utilities commission 
and which have become available to 
members of Congress reveal that not 
Only have the commissioners an effect- 
ive weapon in this regard, but that their 
action in restricting free bus competi- 
tion has been challenged.

Farm relief seems destined for 
another airing in Congress this winter 
and, in the opinion of agricultural 
leaders, the storm is due to break short- 
ly after the Christmas recess. 

A beginning has been made, but the 
main attack is expected after Senate 
and House committees begin hearings 
on a revised McNary-Haugen bill which 
Senator McNary. (Republican), Oregon, 
will introduce in a few days, with 4 
colleague, as yet unnamed, probably in- 
troducing a companion bill in the 
House. 

In the interim the farm relief ques- 
tion has become the outstanding under- 
cover topic at the Capitol. While othes 
major legislation has shaped itself into 
fairly definite form, the agricultural 
problem remains a controversial issue, 
with the leaders aiming to work out a 
proposal which would draw support 
from all camps. Republicans from the 


| middle West make no secret of the fact | 
‘that they need support from Southern 


Democrats, inasmuch as they regard 
most of the Eastern legislators as much 
opposed to relief measures as they were 
in the last Congress. 

These has been a difference of opin- 
ion among farm groups as to the posi- 
tion of President Coolidge, but the 
mere fact that he noted in his annual 
message a need for easing the situation 
in rural areas has been comforting to 
relief advocates. Without this presi- 
dential recognition, they argue, it 
would have been useless to attempt 
legislation in this session. 

Although the position of the Presi- 
dent on specific proposals has not been 
clearly defined, the farm bloc members 
hold that they are justified in pushing 
the question with the hope of bringing 
favorable action from both houses, thus 
placing the whole relief business 
squarely before Mr. Coolidge. 

While the farm question is shaping 
itself, several agricultural leaders have 
arrived in the city, including George 
N. Peek, chairman of the committee 
which indorsed the McNary-Haugen 
bill in Des Moines, and Senator-elect 
Smith W. Brookhart (Rep.), who was 
elected in Iowa this fall on an out-and- 
out farm relief campaign plea. Peek 
plans to remain for the rest of the ses- 
sion and Brookhart intends to do what 
he can to bring relief plans to the 
floors of both houses. 


Tincher Bill Vending. 


The first concrete work will begin 
this week when the House agriculture 
committee considers the Tincher Dill, 
which aims to amend the packers and 
stockyards act to provide terminal 
stockyards to facilitate marketing of 
cattle. The committee has several other 
proposals before it, introduced in this 
session, but Chairman Haugen con- 
siders it likely that nothing will be 
done with these until a major farm re- 
lief bill has been offered. 

Senator McNary's bill will be referred 
to committee as soon as it is intro- 
duced. With prospects of hearings soon 
thereafter. The author has not com- 
pleted all of its provisions, but it is 
understood the bill will incorporate an 
equalization fee to take care of crop 
surpluses.

just as high a fare exists here as does 


and that it cost no more to operate. 
This being the case those members of 
Congreas who are studying the question 
do not see why a merger would result 
in increased fares. 

Aside from the merger question, how- 
ever, there are bills in the course of 
preparation dealing with the deposits 
required of consumers by the Potomac 
Flectric Power Co. and\the Washington 
Gas Light Co. 

In the case of the former a deposit 
of $10 is required of every consumer 
who does not own the house in which 
he is living. Four per cent interest is 
paid on the money, but if a consumer 
does not pay his bill of $2 or $3, or 
whatever it may be within ten days 
after the presentation of the bill, he is 
penalized 10,per cent. 

A bill has”been prepared to reduce 
the deposit to $5 and to provide that if 
& property owner indorses the con- 
sumer no deposit shall be required. 


Would Eliminate Penalty. 


The penalty feature would be elimi- 
nated both from the operations of the 


on the theory that at the time the 
companies are charging a penalty for 
delinquent debts they are really in- 
debted to the consumer in that they 
have his $10 and $5, respectively. 

Consumers who put up these de- 
posits really provide the operating 
capital of their service, it is contended. 
For the electric company these de- 
posits totaled at the end of 1925, ac- 
cording to a report submitted to the 
Senate District committee yesterday, 
$468,000.

The 
figures were obtained from a manual 
consulted by investors. 

It is the view of members of the two 
committees that the utilities commis- 
sion can deal effectively with all these 
matters and it was their plan to direct 
the new agency's attention to certain 
matters rather than attempt legislation.

HIGHER CLASSES MIX 
WITH INDIAN PILGRIMS 


Crowd So Great Worshipers 
Are Forced to Curtail 
er Devotions. 


Mexico City, Dec. 12 
Mexico’s holiest day, 
the traditional appearance of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary, the country’s pat- | 
ron saint, to a poor Indian at Guada-, 
lupe four centuries ago, was observed 
solemnly throughout the country today. 
Although for the first time in history 
the Shrine of the Virgin, as well as all 
Catholic churches, were without priests, 
the saint was the object of adoration | 
by probably the largest crowds ever 
gathered in her name. 


More than 100,000—some estimates | 
exceeded twice that number—a ma- 
jority Indian pilgrims from all parts 
of the republic, but unusual numbers 
from the upper classes, congregated 
peacefully at the shrine. The crowds 
were so great that the custom of walk-| 
ing upon the knees along the 
approaching the church and advancing 
prostrate within the church 
hibited by the Catholic laymen serving 
as volunteer directors. because this 
would have blockaded the 
densely congested traffic and prevented 
many from even getting near the 
ehurch.

Prayers Are Hurried. 


Also because of the 
crowds, there was another incident un- 
precedented in the history of 
shrine—worshippers were hurried along 
even in their prayers. Signs all about 
the church requested that everybody 
kneel very briefly, because every mo- 
ment’s pause held back those outside 
awaiting entrance. Whoever failed to 
heed the signs, and knelt too long was 
requested by the laymen appointed for 
that purpose to continue their ad- 
vance. 

From long before dawn until late at 
night an unceasing procession jamming 
the church to its utmost capacity, 
wound its way past the shrine, the altar 
of which never before was without 
priestly ceremonial on such an occasion.

And they were good stories.” 

Mr. Depew said he was not familiar 
with Dreiser, Sherwood Anderson and 
other leaders of present day novel 
writing. but he liked novels, particu- 
larly older ones, and he thinks “Les 
Miserables” the greatest novel in any 
language. 


“IT read all the magazines,” he said. 
“That takes a lot of time. .I have this 
office here, and here two other things 
take a lot of time. Publishers send 
me books with nice letters asking me 
to read them and please comment on 
them. That’s one thing. Jacket ads. 
I never find time, however, to comply. 

“The other occupation of mine now 
seems to be receiving countless charm- 
ing young ladies who say they are just 
dying to shake my elderly hand.

Ben. Manzo, commander of the troops 
operating against the Yaquis who 
reached here tonight, confirmed the re- | 
ports of the battle, but the number of 
dead on both sides is not known. 

Heavy detachments of troops left to 
go up the line this morning in an ef- 
fort to cut off the retreat of the Indians. 
Almost all the food stored up by the 
Yaqui Indians two months ago now is 
exhausted and they are eating roots 
and mule and donkey flesh, said a 
Yaqui prisoner captured by Mexican 
troops this week. 

“We had concentrated at Agua Ca- 
lientes, in the™“north Bacatete moun- 
tains, to oppose the federal troops, but 
the latter came in such strong force 
Monday that our men became discour- 
aged and withdrew,” the prisoner told 
the correspondent. “We do not think 
the troops will enter the mountains, as | 
it is almost impossible to do s0 with- | 
out running the danger of an ambus- 
cade. However, if the troops close upon } 
us from all sides, we can not resist | 
long because of the lack ~- food.” 

A band of 300 Indians and 
insurgents evidently hunting for food, 
entered Anivacachi and carried off 
horses and cattle into the mountains. 
In two neighboring towns the same 
band killed more cattle and smoked and 
dried the meat in the mountains, out 
of the reach of the federal cavalry 

The spreading of the Indians east- 
ward has created a new military prob- 
lem, as it has largely increased the ter- 
ritory which must be combed by the 
federal troops and enlarged the terri- | 
tory likely to be overrun by the In-| 
dians.

New York,, Dec. 12 (By the Associated 
Press).—-Unhampered by the recent 
flood of new issues placed upon the 
market, bond prices again worked into 
new high ground for the year last week.

cide to shelve both the administration proposal 


for a refund to taxpayers and the Democratic 
proposal for tax reduction by legislation. The 
Democratic members of the committee charge 
that the majority seek political advantage by 
postponing tax relief until next year. 

If no action whatever should be taken by 
Congress at this session, the surplus will be 
automatically applied toward reduction of the 
public debt. President Coolidge in his message 
suggested that this would be tax reduction in 
itself, and he intimated that if other plans for 
tax reduction were not acceptable he would be 
satisfied with the application of the surplus to 
debt reduction. 

Although Mr. Coolidge announced several 
weeks ago that he favored returning to tax- 
payers the surplus that will have accumulated 
by June 30 next, the Republican leaders in Con- 
gress have not approved of the idea. The ways 
and Means committee presumably has the 
power to decide the question, inasmuch as it 
originates revenue legislation; but the com- 
mittee is supported by the House and Senate 
leaders on the Republican side. 

Are there projects in process of incubation 
which will eall for such large appropriations 
that the surplus will be much smaller than is 
now estimated? Has the President been kept 
in the dark regarding these projects? Or did 
he become aware of them, and, being opposed 
to them, did he urge a tax refund as a means 
of discouraging the new projects? 

The problem of farm relief suggests itself as 
possibly the undisclosed factor of what is at 
present a mysterious situation. No other 
project is of such magnitude as to be capable of 
absorbing the surplus. It has been supposed 
that the Republican, leaders in Congress were 
opposed to farm relief legislation on a scale 
calling for an appropriaffon big enough to wipe 
out the Treasury surplus. Doubtless those 
leaders are still opposed to the McNary-Haugen 
plan; but if a modified plan should be de- 
veloped, providing for a businesslike method 
of government aid to farming, with eventual re- 
imbursement to the Treasury, Republicans from 
many States would be compelled to vote for the 
plan, and those from other States would find 
it politically wise to do so. 

The farm relief proposal elaborated at the 
St. Louis and Chicago conferences was not 
ready when Congress convened, but it is about 
to be presented. Some of the most far-sighted 
Republicans in Congress, who opposed the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill, have been expecting to be 
confronted with a farm relief plan which could 
not be turned down by the Republican party 
without disastrous consequences. The West- 
erners now announce that they have evolved 
such a plan. It will be subjected to the test of 
practicability. What if it should withstand the 
test? Will the Republican party dare to turn 
it down? 

The amount of money involved in farm relief 
legislation is not the crux of the problem. No 
money whatever can be obtained from Congress 
if the proposal is economically’ unsound, but a 
sound and practicable measure would be en- 
acted, even if it provided for an appropriation 
of hundreds of millions of dollars. 

Political wisdom requires the Republican 
party to grant farm relief if possible. Of what 
avail is tax relief, amounting to only a few 
dollars to each individual taxpayer, if the 
Western States are to rise up against the Re- 
publican party? The next contest for control 
of the government may become a desperate and 
losing struggle for the Republicans if they 
should antagonize great sections of the coun- 
try. The disorganization in the Democratic 
party seems to point to easy Republican vic- 
tory, but one or two major blunders by the 
Republicans might change the situation. States 
that are normally Republican can not be 
alienated with impunity on the eve of the big 
battle. Republican strategists will not take un- 
necessary risks and rely for victory upon the 
weakness of the opposition. The opposition has 

been known to turn its weakness into strength, 
and it might do so in 1928 if Republican 
blunders should open the way to Democratic 
victory. ’

COMMUNIST AGGRESSION, 


The fact that the government of Mexico 
is making war upon Nicaragua is officially an- 
nounced by President Diaz of Nicaragua. He 


states that the Mexican government is now 
organizing an expedition to be launched from 
Puerto, Mexico, against the Atlantic coast of 
Nicaragua. He appeals to all Nicaraguans to 
unite to repel this invasion and to block the 
efforts of the Mexican government to establish 
communist regimes in Nicaragua and neigh- 
boring countries. President Diaz declares that 
no Central American republic will be safe if 
the Mexican government succeeds in destroy- 
ing republican government in Nicaragua. 

The United States government is fully aware 
of the conspiracy which is fostered by the gov- 
ernment of Mexico against the independence 
of Nicaragua. The movement was exposed 
some weeks ago. The Calles government de- 
nied that it was involved in the affairs of 
Nicaragua. But this denial was mere men- 
dacity, and now it appears that the aggressions 
against Nicaragua are becoming still more 
bold and formidable. 

Having recognized the Diaz government in 
Nicaragua, it is the plain duty of the United 
States to befriend it. This duty rests not only 
on moral grounds, but upon the practical 
ground of self-protection. American life and 
property are endangered by the war which the 
Mexican communists are making upon Nicara- 
gua. The success of the communists throngh- 
out Central America would bring the United 
States into collision with them at all points, 
wherever an American citizen was injured or 
in peril. No compromise between American- 
ism and communism is possible. They can not 
exist side by side. A clash with Mexico itself 
is one of the inevitable events of the incoming 
year, as a result of the capture of the govern- 
ment of Mexico. by communists. 

In our opinion the Department of State has 
made a mistake in failing to enlighten the 
American people as to this situation. Many 
Americans look upon communism as a mere 
political doctrine, and with customary liberal- 
ity they concede the right of Mexico to adopt 
communism as a political creed. They are un- 
aware of the fact that communism as it is 
developed in Mexico is a system of spoliation 
in which Americans are to be the first victims, 
and that the system is now being extended to 
other countries by tactics which are nothing 
else than war. Communism is not a mere ab- 
stract theory. It is a new and extremely dan- 
gerous’method of destroying free government. 
It has annihilated freedom in Mexico. It en- 
counters everywhere a formidable obstacle in 
religion, which teaches men to respect sanctity 
of contract, the rights of property, the sacred- 
ness of marriage, and the equality of men be- 
fore the law. Therefore communism attacked 
religion in Russia and in Mexico. It will ut- 
terly stamp religion out of the hearts of the 
people, if possible, by terrorism and violence, 
as a means of attaining its object, which is the 
confiscation of property. 

The people of this country should be advised 
of the danger that is developing to the south- 
ward. They will be compelled to face it sooner 
or later. The United States government would 
be sppported by every citizen in its opposition 
to communism if the people knew the truth. 
Too much consideration has been shown to 
the communists who constitute the govern- 
ment of Mexico. The brutal truth has been 
withheld, for fear of offending a government 
with which the United States is trying tc 
maintain peace. It can not continue that 
course with safety, because it runs the risk 
of being faced with a sudden crisis while 
American citizens are almost entirely in the 
dark concerning the cause of the quarrel. 
When the United States makes demands upon 
any foreign government it should be backed 
by every American in this country. They will 
stand by their government when they know 
it is in the right, but they are apt to disagree 
among themselves when they are not acquaint- 
ed with aPl the facts. 

A full exposure of the Russo-Mexican com- 
munist movement and its aims should be made 
by the administration. The country would be 
astounded by the. revelations. 


RICHARD OF WALLINGFORD. 


The distinguished company that assembled 
at St. Albans a few weeks ago for the purpose 
of commemorating the 600th anniversary of 
the election of Richard of Wallingford as ab- 
bot was, appropriately enough, composed main- 
ly of scientists, for it was the memory of the 
scientific pioneer, much more than that of the 
meére churchman, that they were met to cele- 
brate. Richard, the son of a Wallingford 
blacksmith, had already pursued some studies 
at Oxford when, at the age of 23, he was ad- 
mitted as a monk to the great abbey. Having 
the good fortune to encounter a discriminating 
abbot who was mitis et gratus, he was soon 
sent back to his alma mater, and there he 
enrolled himself in the then recently founded 
College of Merton, the home of the newer 


| learning, where he had:as companions Mauduit 


and Bredon, devoted mathematicians; Rede, 
the architect; Merle, who was probably the 
first man ever to keep a scientific meteorologi- 
cal record, and the incomparable Bradwardine, 
the doctor profundus, Whe was too soon called 
away in order to discharge the administrative 
duties which the possession of a mitre imposed. 

At Merton, Wallingford devoted himself to 
astronomy, with a sidelong eye at astrology, 
and invented his famous ‘rectangulus,”’ an in- 
strument designed to measure the movements 
of the planets and containing all the principles 
of trigonometry. From the quiet groves of

BILLIONS FOR EDUCATION. 

The annual report of the commissioner of 
education to the Secretary of the Interior 
shows that the outlay for schools, both public 
and private, reached a grand total of more 
than $2,300,000,000 over the past year, while 
the total value of all school property was re- 
ported at well over $6,000,000,000. There 
are in the United States more than 260,000 
public elementary and high school buildings, 
of which approximately 157,000 are one-room 
schools. Municipalities and counties have 
erected and are maintaining more than 22,- 
000 public high schools, while private high 
schools number a few more than one-tenth 
as many. To meet the demand for teachers 
there are approximately 299 normal schools 
and teachers’ colleges controlled privately and 
by the States and cities. Higher education 
makes use of 144 universities under public 
control and 769 under private control. 

The most interesting fact brought out by 
the report, however, is that more than 27,- 
300,000 pupils were enrolled in ‘schOtis) of 
every variety in the United States during the 
past year. Roughly this is approximately 25 
per cent of the entire population. 

The investment in school properties and the 
annual outlay necessary to run educational in- 
stitutions are staggering in their immensity. 
The average individual does not realize that 
it requires billions of dollars annually to pro- 
vide book learning to all who demand it. In 
the administration of so large a sum there is 
bound to be considerable mismanagement and 
loss. Furthermore, much so-called education is 
thrust at unresponsive youth and the 
thereof wasted. In an academically 
educational system, 27,000,000 pupils 
doubtedly could be. instructed at much less 
cost. Until the millennium arrives, however, 
there should be no disposition to criticize the 
cost of providing schooling, no matter what 
it costs, to the youth of the country. Educa- 
tion for all who demand it is one of the 
primary principles upon which this democracy 
rests. Much of the progress made by the 
United States in the short period of 150 years 
undoubtedly is due to its educational system.

Aside from ‘“‘Oom Paul Kruger, 


during the last half of the nineteenth century, 


each of whom made “Tommy Atkins’’ aware 
of the fact that the natives of the dark con- 
tinent are no mean foes to meet. First was 
Theodore, King of Abyssinia, who in the sixties 
put up a very lively fight against the British. 
Ten years later Cettewayo, King of the Zulus, 
disputed the overlordship of Britain in Zulu- 
land. it in teaching that recalcitrant 
proper manners that Eugene Bonaparte, Prince 
Imperial of France, and the only son of Em- 
press Eugenie, lost his life under the British 
flag. 

But of all the African campaigns in which 

the British were engaged in Africa during the 
reign of Victoria none compared with that of 
the Sudan, which, under the leadership of the 
self-styled Mahdi, and the elusive Osman 
Digna, kept the British army busy for many 
months. Osman Digna thoroughly thrashed 
the English at the battle of Tokar, and proved 
himself worthy of the steel of such military 
experts as Baker Pasha, Redvers Buller and 
Herbert Kitchener. 
‘ Osman Digna was finally subdued by Gen. 
Kitchener and was made prisoner by the Brit- 
ish after the battle of Khartoum in 1897. He 
had kept them on the run for seven years be- 
fore he was subdued. For upward of 20 years 
the shifty chieftain was confined in an Egyptian 
prison and was released only three years ago, 
when-he returned to the Sudan, the scene of 
his greatest military activities. 

And now Osman Digna is dead. He had 
been completely forgotten by the London 
authorities until a successful appeal was made 
for his release. He was nearly 100 years old 
when he died the other day.

THE M’FADDEN BILL. 


In his annual report to Congress the comp- 
troller of the currency, Mr. McIntosh, dis- 
cusses at length the McFadden banking bill 
and urges its speedy enactment into law, with 
or without. the so-called Hull amendments. 
He is of the ppinion that the differences on the 
Hull amendments should not interfere with 
the measure itself. He adds: 

I should consider it no less than a 
calamity to our banking system if this im- 
portant bank bill is made to suffer defeat 
on account of the insistence upon the 
enactment of the Hull amendments. The 
principlé of the Hull amendments is for- 
eign to the bill as originally recommended 
by the comptroller, 

It appears that the amendments were put 
into the bill at the suggestion of many bank- 
ers who are now withdrawing their support. 
The comptroller believes the passage of the 
bill is of vital importance to the national bank- 
ing system of the country. The Federal Re- 
serve system is built around the national banks, 
and every withdrawal of a bank from the na- 
tional bank system weakens the Federal Re- 
serve system. ‘ 

In 1924: the proportion of national banking 
resources to the entire banking resources of 
the, country was 48 per.cent; now it is 46 per 
cent. If savings banks are included the pro- 
portion of national banking resources is only 
39 per cent. 

The comptroller reports that the a capi- 
tal of 7,978 banks paid in amounts to $1,412,- 


872,000, and the surplus and undivided profits 


$1,676,486,000. Net earnings last year were 
$394,557,000, ‘and dividends paid amounted 
to $173, 753,000. \

In the last nineteen years 5,145 of 
the people of that city have had diph- 
theria, and 404 have died from it. Two- 
thirds of the number were under 7 
years of age In 1920 there were 596 
cases and 44 deaths; 1921, 608 cases and 
41 deaths: 1922, 747 cases and 32 
deaths: 1923, 381 cases and 26 deaths; 
1924, 501 cases and 32 deaths; 1925, 
232 cases and 14 deaths. In the eleven 
elapsed months of the present statistl- 
cal year there have been 144 cases and 
3 deaths. 

The olicy of immunizing against 
diphtheria was begun in 1922. At first 
they used toxin-antitoxin for the pur- 
pose. They now use toxoid. The earlier 
efforts were largely confined to im- 
munizing school children. Now they | 
are trying to get the children im-| 
munized before they reach school age, | 
the principal reason being that diph- | 
theria is most deadly among preschool | 
children 

Hamilton has a diphtheria hospital 
with 60 beds. The hospital has been | 
empty for two months 
in that time. Not one case of diph- 
theria has been reported in Hamilton 
in the last two months.

Tad Jones Is Lauded 
As Coach and as Man 
At Rally in “Old Barn” 


Montclair, N. J., Dec. 12 (By A. 
P.).—The old Yale barn in Mont- 
clair today reechoed tribute to Tad 
Jones as a “teacher of the finest 
brand of football in the United 
States.”’ 

Referring to criticism of the Yale 
coach by “apparently misguided 
alumni,” E. K. Hall, of the football 
rules committee, asserted at a re- 
ception to the Blue's 1926 eleven 
late last night that in Jones, the 
New Haven university “has not 
only one of the best experts on the 
modern game, but the kind of a 
man you and I would want our 
sons to be coached by.” 

Hall, a Dartmouth graduate, told 
200 Yale alumni that the greatest 
menace of football today “is the 
man who coaches to win at any 
odds.” He admitted Yale sports- 
manship, he said, because he had 
seen the college “take its lickings 
without alibis.”’ 


Preceding his address, Phil 
Bunnell, captain of the 1926 
team, scored alumni, who had 
been as “credulous as many 
youngsters in kindergarten.”

PAN-AMERICAN FLIERS’ 
FUEL SUPPLY HUGE 


50,000 Gallons of Gasoline 
Provided for Five Army 
Amphibian Planes. 


Ten thousand gallons of gasoline will 
be required to service each of the five 
amphiblan planes of the army's Pan- 
American flight starting from San An- 
tonio, Tex., December 20, Maj. Gen. 
Mason M. Patrick, chief of the air corps, 
announced yesterday. 

Approximately 50,000 gallons of gaso- 
line, 2,000 gallons of benzol and 5,000 
gallons of lubricating oil have been 
shipped to the various ports of call to 
be visited by the army fliers. 

When the planes tafle off each will 
carry & main tank filled with 140 gal- 
lons of gasoline and an auxiliary tank 
of 60-gallon capacity containing 80 per 
cent gasoline and 20 per cent benzol. 

The contents of the auxiliary tank 
will be used on “hop offs” and climbs 
to give maximum power. 

The cost of the flight will be met 
from the 1927 air corps appropriation 
for training and cross-country fi x 
and has not necessitated a special ap- 
propriation from Congress.

J. Fried Insists on Hearing 
in Extradition for His 
Arrest Here.

With Isadore Benowitz, a suspect in 
the $4,000 robbery last March of the 
| home of Mrs. Norman Williams, 1227 Six- 
| teenth street northwest, lodged in a cell 
| at the Twelfth precinct, Detective Ber- 


nard W. Thompson, of headquerters, de- 
parted for New York city yesterday in 
an effort to bring back Joseph Fried, 
another suspect. 

Thompson left here Friday for New 
York when local police were advised 
that Fried had been arrested in New 
York. Hardly had he arrived when the 
trail, which led to the capture of Beno- 
witz, a Coney Island truck driver, was 
uncovered. 

Benowitz agreed to come here without 
an extradition hearing, but Fried in- 
sisted on a hearing.

MAKE ALTITUDE TEST 


Check Physical Reactions in 
Climb to 28,000 -Feet 
Without Oxygen. 


To obtain first-hand information re- 
garding effects of high elevation on an 
unprotected flier without oxygen or 
special equipment, C. O. Perry, engi- 
neering department, Wright field, 
Ohio, army air station, accompanied by 


Capt. T. C. Buckner, medical corps, 
field surgeon there, ascended to a 
height of 28,000 feet recently. 

Their report, made public at the War 
Department yesterday, stated that Mr. 
Perry experienced some fatigue; his 
eyes became dim, his face and kands 
numb, and that every movement was 
an effort 

Capt. Buckner reported that he felt 
the cold very keenly and became 50 
weak that he had difficulty in raising 
his feet from the floor of the cockpit 
to make slight changes of positions. 
He took his pulse at frequent intervals 
and had difficulty in taking the count 
at 28,000 feet. On the descent, made 
in 30 minutes, he experienced intense 
pain in his ears, but felt no ill effects 
after landing. The ascent was made in 
50 minutes.
